heart of Shoreditch, before 
it’s too late. 

Developers Hammerson 
and Ballymore want to 
construct 12 buildings on 
the 11 -acre Bishopsgate 
Goods Yard site, which 
spans Hackney and Tower 
Hamlets from Shoreditch 
High Street to Brick Lane. 

The Hackney side 
includes the two tallest 
towers -47 storeys (178m) 
and 39 storeys (152m) - 
with other buildings ranging 
from 31 storeys to seven. 

On 10 December, 
Hackney and Tower 
Hamlets councils held 
special planning committees 
to discuss the applications. 
Both voted for refusal. In

Hackney, there were 12 
points of objection, the 
main issues being: too 
great a visual impact and 
loss of light for nearby 
homes and businesses; 
lack of affordable homes, 
with only 10 per cent 
proposed (despite a study 
by BNP Paribas finding the 
developers could afford 
to offer 30 per cent); lack 
of affordable/appropriate 
business space for the 
creative and tech sector; 
poor architectural design; 
and impact on air quality. 

The councils’ objections 
do not mean the building 
will not go ahead however, 
because, at the request of the 


developers, Boris Johnson 
decided to take over the 
application. As a result, the 
decision now rests solely 
with the Mayor of London, 
but people can e-mail or 
write to him expressing their 
views and these will need 
to be considered as part of 
the planning process. He is 
expected to rule next year. 

Mayor of Hackney, 

Jules Pipe, said: “These 
proposals, based primarily 
on cashing in on luxury flats 
beyond the means of most 
Hackney or Tower Hamlets 
residents, are wholly 
inappropriate for this part 
of Shoreditch and not what 
either borough needs. There 


is so much potential for 
Bishopsgate Goods Yard to 
be developed in a creative 
way which works for the 
benefit of everyone, and 
provides commercial space 
which allows the area’s 
thriving tech and creative 
sector to continue to grow. 

“The residents and 
businesses of Hackney and 
Tower Hamlets deserve 
better, and I hope it’s with 
their interests in mind that 
the Mayor of London 
makes his decision. I’d urge 
everyone who opposes these 
proposals to send him an 
e-mail or letter, it could be 
their last chance to protect 
the heart of Shoreditch.”

Caring for Christmas 


A FUNDING 
campaign has 
been launched to 
give young care 
leavers across Hackney, 
Manchester and Leeds a 
happy Christmas. 

Led by the poet Lemn 
Sissay, himself a former 
care leaver, this year’s 
Christmas Dinner drive 
aims to raise £30,000. 

This will help organise 
celebrations for young 
people, aged between 
16 and 30, who have 
been through the care 
system and can be 
isolated at Christmas. 

According to the appeal, 
many care leavers spend the 
festive season alone, 
in bed and breakfasts, 
hostels, or on the streets. 

Research shows that 
one third of young care 
leavers are not in education, 
employment or training,

I N 1873, when Hoxton 
furrier Benjamin 
Pollock married his 
sweetheart Eliza 
Redington - the girl who 
sold him tobacco in her 
father’s shop - little did he 
know he would ensure the 
survival of a toy-making 
tradition that continues 
to thrill both children and 
adults, and makes for a 
fascinating Christmas 
present even today. 

Eliza’s father John 
opened his shop at 208 
Hoxton Old Town, later 
73 Hoxton Street, in 1851, 
selling tobacco and a 
mixture of goods including 
toy theatres. These 
miniatures were laboriously 


printed on sheets of thin 
board and sold as kits to 
be assembled at home for 
families to recreate the hit 
plays of the day. 

They were most popular 
in the 18th and early 19th 
centuries, when spectacular 
sets and costumes, along 
with the static poses and 
affected gestures of actors 
were more valued than 
realistic performance. 

By the time Benjamin and 
Eliza took over the business 
after John’s death in 1877, 
the tradition was already 


in decline, with only a 
handful of shops still selling 
the old-fashioned kits. 

But Benjamin loved 
the craft, and gave up 
his work in the fur trade 
to concentrate fully on 
printing the sheets, often 
working until the small 
hours of the morning. 

Some sheets were coloured, 
others not, and this was 
reflected in the price - ‘a 
penny plain, twopence 
coloured’ - a phrase 
which gained fame when 
it was used by author 


Robert Louis Stevenson 
in an article about toy 
theatres published in 1884. 
Stevenson’s popularity 
ensured a revival of 
interest in toy theatres 
and an increase in trade 
for Pollock’s, attracting 
distinguished clients from 
far and wide, as well as 
local schoolchildren. 

Ben and Eliza’s eldest son 
William joined his father in 
the family business, but he 
was killed during the First 
World War. When Ben 
was interviewed by author 
and toy theatre performer 
George Speight in 1932 it 
seemed the old trade would 
die with him. There was 
enough printed stock to 
last many years, and Mr 
Pollock still hand-coloured 
sheets during the summer

months, but there was no 
demand to print anything 
more, though he still had 
the old copper printing 
plates and lithograph 
stones at the back of 
the shop. 

His eldest daughter 
Louisa had given up her job 
as a dress designer to help 
her father after William’s 
death, and together with 
younger sister Selina, they 
kept the business going 
after Ben died in 1937. 
They could only sell old 
stock however, not being 
strong enough to lift the 
litho stones to print more 
sheets, and eventually 
they sold all the original 
stock and 1,300 printing 
plates to bookseller Alan 
Keen and famous actors 
Robert Donat and Ralph 


Richardson in July 1944, 
not long before a bomb 
destroyed the shop in the 
Second World War. 

Keen managed to keep 
selling the miniature 
theatres into the 1950s, but 
post-war austerity meant 
that eventually trade dried 
up. The printing plates 
and remaining stock were 
bought by Marguerite 
Fawdry in 1955, 
with the help 
of her father- 
in-law, who 
commented: “I 
was brought into 
this very subtly. 

First I was almost 
reduced to tears 
by the thought 
of sorrowing 
children unable to 
enjoy their model 


theatres at Christmas. 

Then I was intrigued with 
tales of the charming 
history of Toy Drama and 
Pantomime. Then I was 
asked to put up the cash.” 

Like Ben Pollock almost 
a century before, Mr 
Fawdry had fallen in love 
with toy theatres, and spent 
many hours sitting by the 
fire, colouring in the sheets, 


Mrs Fawdry eventually 
turned her collection into a 
shop in Monmouth Street, 
Covent Garden, and a 
museum in Scala Street, off 
Tottenham Court Road. 
Both are still running, 
though now as separate 
enterprises. The museum is 
still run by Mrs Fawdry’s 
grandson and occupies 
two Georgian town houses 


filled with all sorts of 
Victorian toys as well 
as the miniature theatres. 

The shop moved to 
Covent Garden Piazza in 
1980, and was sold to shop 
manager and ‘Coronation 
Street’ actor Peter Baldwin, 
who died earlier this year. 

It is now run by Louisa 
Heard, who started work 
there when she was 16 
and, like Ben Pollock, his 
daughters, Mrs Fawdry 
and her father-in-law 
before her, is hooked on the 
romance of toy theatres. 

In 1920, Benjamin 
and Louisa Pollock 
were captured on the 
new medium of film 
demonstrating the old craft 
of creating toy theatres. 

It seemed a dying skill 
then. How astonished they 


would be today if they 
knew that not only does 
their name and trade live 
on, but that an app can be 
downloaded allowing you 
to make your own virtual 
toy theatre.

Maureen Flanagan, former model and hairdresser to the notorious East End gangsters’ mother, Violet Kray, talks about her experience of befriending the Kray brothers

#V th< 


T the start of 
the 60 s, I had no 
terest at all in 
ing a model, 
and no idea who the Krays 
were,” laughs the woman 
who, in the following 
decades, was to shoot to 
fame as one of the most 
photographed models 
in Britain and a close 
confident of the infamous 
East End gangsters. 

Now a 74-year-old 
grandmother, Maureen 
Flanagan runs the Paragon 
Trust charity shop on Well 
Street. She says: “When my 
brother and I took the place 
over seven years ago, it was 
pretty run down, but we 
were determined to make 
the most of it.” Recipients of 
the shop’s funds include St 
Joseph’s Hospice and youth 
charity Hackney Quest. 

Maureen adds: “We are 
flooded with donations 
every day. I guess I’ve got a 
talent for talking to people 
and getting them to hand 
over their cash! ” 

It’s a talent she has had 


many opportunities to hone, 
although her birth in an 
army barracks in Hemel 
Hempsted - requisitioned 
to house pregnant women 
during the war - gave few 
clues to the glamorous 
course her life would take. 

At the age of 1 8, and 
working as a hairdresser, 
she accompanied her boss 
to a hair exhibition where 
her potential, and extremely 
long legs, were spotted. 

“But I was so naive, all 
I wanted to do was cut hair 
so I said I could, possibly, 
fit a bit of modelling in 
during my afternoons off,” 
she says. 

In the meantime, her 
career was taking other 
unexpected turns. 

She recalls: “It was 1961 
and I met a man who asked 
if I did home hairdressing 
visits. He gave me his 
mother’s address. I’d never 
been to the East End before, 
so I hopped into my little 
white mini and followed the 
directions he gave me till I 
arrived at this little row of 
terraced houses and found 
it: number 178 Vallance 
Road, Bethnal Green.”

The man she had met was 
Charlie Kray, brother of the 
feared Kray twins, Reggie 
and Ronnie. 

Maureen recalls: “At the 
door was a lovely, friendly, 
mother-type. Blonde, pretty. 
The kind you spent 10 
minutes with and felt like 
you’d known for a lifetime.” 

Maureen chatted and 
snipped, still with no 
idea that Violet Kray was 
anything other than an 
ordinary housewife. 

“She showed me a 
picture of these twins, 


virtually identical to each 
other. She told me that she 
couldn’t bear going to a 
salon because people would 
always pester her about ‘her 
boys’ and I thought: how 
odd,” Maureen says. 

She fell into visiting the 
house to do Violet’s hair 
every Thursday throughout 
the 60s. Soon, she not only 
knew who the Krays were 
but became, she says, almost 
like a little sister to them. 

Maureen recalls: “The 
first thing that struck you 
was their cleanliness. They 


smelt of soap. In those days, 
men were often a bit rough 
round the edges, but they 
were immaculate: their 
hands, hair, wardrobes and 
even their manners. 

“Everything was 
glamorous. We would 
go to the Astor Club, in 
Berkeley Square, and doors 
would open. I didn’t see the 
menace, I saw respect. But I 
soon discovered that respect 
was founded on fear.” 

It was Ronnie who 
revived the idea of Maureen 
modelling. She says: “He 
said I should be on TV and 
when I told him I would 
need an Equity card, I got 
one overnight.” 

She went on to star in the 
‘Benny Hill Show’, ‘Only 
Fools and Horses’ and 
Monty Python’s ‘Flying 
Circus’. At the age of 26, 
her legs were insured for an 
unheard of £25,000, and 
by 1971 she had given up 
hairdressing almost entirely, 
when the editor of The Sun 
newspaper called her in. 

She became one of the 
first Page 3 Girls.

given life sentences in 1969. 
When their mother died 
in 1982, Maureen began 
visiting them in prison 
regularly ‘and that’s when 
the orders started’, she said. 

Ronnie’s demands from 
inside Broadmoor included 
gym equipment, smoked 
salmon from Harrods, and 
bagels from Brick Lane. 
Maureen was tasked 
with buying them all and 
getting them delivered to 
the secure hospital. 

She exclaims: “The 
look on these salesmen’s 
faces when I dictated the 
delivery address. Ronald 
Kray, HMP...” 

Earlier this year, Maureen 
published a book, ‘One 
of the Family, 40 Years 
with the Krays’ about her 
connections with the twins. 

She says: “They were 
always gents with me, 
but I can’t condone those 
murders. It could have been 
my son or husband.”

S IX million 

Christmas trees, 
stretching from 
London to the 
North Pole and back again; 
enough gift paper to wrap 
up the island of Jersey; 
and a billion Christmas 
cards. The festive season 
doesn’t just produce a lot 
of happiness, it generates a 
heap of waste too. 

The Council’s recycling 
services mean residents 
can give the planet a gift 
however, and minimise the 
environmental impact of 
their Christmas celebrations. 

While the holidays mean 
there will be changes to 
residents’ rubbish and 
recycling collections (see 
details on page 12), it is still 
not too late to order extra, 



free, recycling bags and 
food waste bins or liners, 
to tackle the additional five 
bin bags of waste every 
household is likely to create 
over Christmas. 

Some 300,000 
tonnes of paper 
and card is 
used in UK 
households 
during the 
festive season 
- enough to 
wrap Big Ben 
260,000 times. 

But when it comes to 
presents, most wrapping 
paper can now be recycled. 
The only gift wrap that 
shouldn’t be put in the green 
bin is foil or glitter varieties 
(a simple test is to scrunch 
the paper and if it doesn’t 


keep its hold, it can’t be 
recycled). Everything else 
can be recycled, including 
paper bags, cards and 
flattened cardboard boxes. 


After Christmas 


lunch, 
everything 
from 


vegetable 
peelings, 
to turkey 
bones, plate 


scrapings 
and leftover 


pudding can be 
put in the food waste 
caddy and be recycled too. 
Food tins, once rinsed, can 
go into the recycling bin, 
along with cake, chocolate 
or biscuit tin (or plastic) 
selection boxes. 


It is estimated that 


13,350 tonnes of glass will 
be thrown out, from wine 
bottles to cranberry sauce 
jars, so remember to recycle 
these too. 

Of the eight million trees 
that are bought across the 
UK, only around 10 per cent 
are recycled. Yet the Council 
will collect real ones for free 
(see page 12 for details), 
recycling them into compost 
and wood chippings. 

Since 2001, the percentage 
of waste recycled in the 
borough has risen from one 
per cent to over 25 per cent.

Pioneering green network 
wins environmental award 

ATRI-borough project to get businesses in one of London’s 
most polluted neighbourhoods to work in a greener way 
has won a national environmental award. 

The Zero Emissions Network (ZEN) - which sees 
Hackney, Islington and Tower Hamlets councils work with 
businesses in and around the Tech City area in Shoreditch 
to reduce pollutants, improve employees health and save 
money - won the Air Quality Initiative prize at the Energy 
Saving Trust’s Fleet Hero Awards last month. 

The awards celebrate organisations that have 
implemented green ideas, policies and innovations to 
reduce carbon emissions and other pollutants. 

The councils broker exclusive cash-saving deals, such as 
reduced prices on electric vehicles (EVs) and cargo bikes, 
for businesses which join the network, as well as providing 
free advice and services from travel and energy experts. 
Judge Julie Winnard praised the project. She said: “We 
were impressed by how much the ZEN team had got done 
in such a short space of time and with limited resources.”

Restaurants fined £5K for dumping rubbish in street 


IN the build up to the 
busy Christmas period, 
the Council is reminding 
businesses to help 
keep the borough’s 
streets clean and tidy. 

The warning comes after 
two business owners were 
fined almost £5,000 for 
dumping bags of rubbish 
outside their shops. 

The owner of Griller 


66, in Stamford Hill, was 
fined £1,810; and the 
owner of Cheri, in Stoke 
Newington High Street, 
was fined £2,870 after 
being prosecuted at Thames 
Magistrates Court on 
20 November. 

Businesses must have 
arrangements in place to 
deal with their waste, and 
be able to show proof of this 


when asked. If businesses do 
not take reasonable steps to 
dispose of their waste safely 
they can face unlimited fines. 

Cllr Feryal Dermici, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods and 
Sustainability, said: 
“Dumping rubbish on the 
street damages Hackney’s 
environment and is unfair on 
residents and visitors who 


shop or work here. 

“Our staff do a great job 
keeping Hackney’s streets 
clean, but we need businesses 
to take responsibility for 
their waste.”

T HE official opening 
of Mossbourne 
Victoria Park 
Academy was 
celebrated last month. 

It is a sister school to 
Mossbourne Community 
Academy, in Hackney 
Downs, which is regularly 
celebrated as one of the 
top performing inner-city 
schools in the country. 

The Victoria Park site 
opened to students in 
September last year, but the 
official opening ceremony 
was delayed due to floods. 

On 27 November,

Mossbourne’s beginnings, 
from former Prime Minister 
Tony Blair persuading 
its founder Sir Clive 


Bourne to be a sponsor, 
to the expansion of the 
Mossbourne Federation 
to its current size of four 
academies. 

The biggest applause, 
however, was reserved for 
a speech by Year 8 student 
Freya Desmaris, who told 
the 80-strong audience 
about her experience of 
being among the first 
students to enter the school, 
which specialises in oratory.

New mental health project for 
young people in Hackney 

A CHARITY has received over half a million pounds to 
support the mental health of Hackney’s young people. 
The Mind Kit project, run by national charity Mind, aims 
to give 1 8 to 25-year-olds a better understanding of 
mental health and the tools to take care of their own. 

The injection of £596,557 has enabled the charity to 
design new sessions targeting specific age groups 
and learning levels while developing a programme 
specifically for young parents. 

The core elements of each session are based around 
helping with relaxation and providing a guide to looking 
after mental and physical health. 

Krishna Maharaj, City & Hackney Mind Chief Executive, 
said: “With young people making up almost a third of 
the clients we see each year, we are committed to 
equipping City and Hackney’s young people with the 
tools and approaches to look after their wellbeing and 
build their resilience. 

“This funding gives us a fantastic opportunity to support 
young people over the coming years, harnessing the 
expertise of people with experience of mental ill health 
for a wide social impact.” 

All of the project’s sessions are run by trained volunteers 
with personal experience of mental health issues. 
Recruitment is currently underway for residents, 
aged between 18 and 30, who have lived through 
mental illness.

Theme of youth conference was ‘Mind, Body and Soul’ 


CHILD sexual exploitation 
was one of the hard-hitting 
elements at a recent youth 
conference that looked 
at how young people can 
form healthy relationships. 

The Hackney Youth 
Parliament, supported by 
the Council, and working 
in partnership with City 
and Hackney Safeguarding 
Children Board (CHSCB), 
announced to the 50-strong 


audience of 13 to 19-year- 
olds, that tackling child 
sexual exploitation (CSE) 
would be the focus of a new 
campaign next year. 

The peer-led campaign 
comes on the back of a 
current awareness-raising 
drive, run jointly by the 
Council, CHSCB and 
NSPCC, which helps parents 
and professionals spot the 
signs of gang involvement, 


sexual exploitation or 
radicalisation in children. 

The theme of the 
conference, held at Young 
Hackney The Edge youth 
centre on 14 November, 
was ‘Mind, Body and 
Soul’. As well as talks 
from members of the 
Youth Parliament, there 
was a short drama about 
exploitation performed by 
Alter Ego Theatre, and a

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B USY shoppers 

ignoring a growing 
mound in a 
bustling high street 
is the visual metaphor of 
a cancer-advice advert 
filmed in Hackney. 

The charity Cancer 
Research UK spent 24 hours 
in the Narrow Way to film 
the potentially lifesaving 
advert, called ‘Lump’. 

As the public go about 
their business, oblivious 
to the expanding growth, 
subtitles warn viewers 
against overlooking changes 
in their bodies. 

The message reads: “It’s 
easy to ignore something, 
especially when we’re busy, 
but spotting cancer sooner 


could save your life.” 

The crew filmed the 
disquieting ad in February, 
with permission from 
the Council, building 
the expanding lump 
using special, fast-drying 
modelling clay. 

The campaign to raise 
awareness of early diagnosis 
and the importance of 
spotting cancer sooner was 
shown on TV last month. 

Abi Brown, Head of 
Health Campaigns at 


Cancer Research UK, said: 
“Spotting cancer early 
could save thousands of 
lives every year, so we 
want to encourage people 
to be more body aware 
and to know they can 
turn to us for information 
and support.” 

The charity said it decided 
to film in the Narrow Way, 
the multi-million pound 
rejuvenation of which the 
Council recently consulted 
on, because it represented 


a busy, everyday UK high 
street, filled with a diverse 
demographic. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, said: “We’re happy 
Hackney played its part 
in this thought-provoking 
advert and hope it will 
encourage people across 
the country to head to 
the doctor earlier should 
they notice any troubling 
changes in their bodies.”

City and Hackney GPs are among best in the country for patient support

CITY and Hackney GPs 
are ranked amongst the 
best in the country for 
supporting people with 
long-term conditions such 
as diabetes, asthma or 
kidney disease. 

The report, by the 
Quality Outcomes 
Framework, is used by the 
NHS to look at how well 
patients in different areas 
in the country are treated. 


Hackney was ranked 
top for the second year 
in a row. 

The framework uses 
national quality standards 
to check annually how each 
Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) area is doing 
when it comes to long- 
term conditions. City and 
Hackney was placed first, 
second or third in England 
in nearly 45 per cent of 


categories. These include 
the number of people with 
kidney disease having 
regular blood tests, newly 
diagnosed diabetes patients 
whose blood pressure is 
controlled at a safe level, 
and patients being referred 
to services that help them 
understand more about 
their illness. 

Hackney’s public health 
team has calculated that 


this means 122 fewer heart 
attacks and strokes, and 75 
fewer deaths over the next 
ten years, compared to the 
average London CCG. 

Dr Clare Highton, 

City and Hackney CCG 
Chair, said: “Effective 
collaboration between 
staff from different 
organisations in the 
area has been crucial to 
this success.”

THIS is the latest in a series of regular recipes courtesy of Waterhouse - an 
eco-friendly restaurant alongside the Regent’s Canal in Shoreditch. 

Chef Rebekah explains why this is one of her favourite dishes: “This is a traditional 
family meal. It isn’t an easy dish to cook, but once you’ve mastered it you could 
work towards other West Indian foods that are part of my culture.” 


Goat curry 

Serves 6 

Ingredients 

• 1 kg goat, chopped into cubes 

• 4 springs of fresh thyme, picked 
and chopped 

• 4-6 cloves of garlic, minced 

• 3-4 curry leaves 

• 2 tsp all purpose seasoning 

• 1 tsp cumin 

• 2 tsp mild curry powder 

• 2 tsp curry powder 

• 1 scotch bonnet 

• 2 peppers (green and red), diced 

• 2 onions, sliced 

• 2-3 spring onions, chopped 

• 3 big potatoes, cut into 3 pieces 

• 2 tsp salt 

• 1 tsp black pepper 

• 1 tsp tomato ketchup 

• Vinegar 

• 4 tsp olive oil. 


Preparation time 

40 mins 

Cooking time 

2.5 hours 


Method 

• Place the goat in a large bowl with the all purpose 
seasoning, sliced onions, spring onion, mild curry powder, 
curry powder, garlic, cumin, red and green peppers and the 
scotch bonnet. Mix the ingredients together and leave in 
the fridge to marinate 

• Cut the potatoes into 3 small pieces. Chop the picked 
thyme and curry leaves and set aside. Once the goat has 
marinated (for at least one hour) remove the sliced onions 
and scotch bonnet from the bowl and set aside 

•Heat some oil in a large saucepan on a high heat, place 
the meat (with marinade) in the pan and brown to seal in 
the juice. Once the meat has browned, add the chopped 
thyme and curry leaves and 2 cups of boiling hot water. 
Cover the pot and lower the heat to medium low and leave 
to simmer fori hour 

•Add the sliced onions and scotch bonnet (optional, 
depending on spice levels) that was set aside earlier, and 
the potatoes and tomato ketchup. Add 2 more cups of 
boiling water and leave to simmer on a low heat for 1 .5 
hours until the meat is falling off. Serve with rice.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is ClIrSadeEtti.
